It was not until] half-past 3 o’clock this 
afternoon that Savoy made his second trip, 
carrying with him the desired passports. 
This was a passport for the minister and 
his family and suite. It was'not in the 
usual form, but was what is known as a 
special passport. In general terms it is 
similar to that presented to Lord Sackville- 
West, when that minister was obliged to 
retire. In this case it reads as follows: 

The Spanish minister's request for his 
passports, sent immediately upon the re- 
ceipt of the ultimatum today, was as fol- 
lows: . 

Legation de Espana, Washington, 
April 20, 1898.—Mr. Secretary: The reso- 
lution adopted by the congress of the 
United States,.and approved today by 
the president, is of such a nature ihat 
my permanence in Washington becomes 
impossible, and obliges me to request 
you the delivery of my passports. The 
protection of Spanish interests will be 
entrusted to the French ambassador and 
to the Austrian-Hungarian minister. On 
this occasion very painful to me, I have 
the honor to renew to you the assurance 
of my highest consideration.

Departure of Spanish Minister. 

The Spanish minister, accompanied by 
six members of his staff, left Washington 
at 7:30 o’clock tonight, and the Spanish 
government thus terminated its diplomatic 
representation in the United States. The 
minister and his party left by the Penn- 
sylvania road, going northward to Buffalo 
and Suspension Bridge, and thence to To- 
ronto. By 10:40 o’clock tomorrow morning 
the Spanish officials will be on British 
soil. They will take an ocean 
Halifax. While the minister is on this side 
of the border he has the protection of the 
passports issued this afternoon. 

The departure of the Spanish party was 
made without noticeable demonstration and 
although @a& considerable number of secret 
service officers and police were on duty 
at the depot, there was at no time any 
occasion for their doing more than keeping 
back a crowd of curious onlookers. 

When Spain’s Answer Is Expected. 

At first there was some expectation at 
the state department that a response from 
Minister Woodford might be expected to- 
day. Later on, however, after Judge Day 
had calculated the length of time that 
would be consumied in the cabling of the 
ultimatum to Minister Woodford, its trans- 
lation into cipher and retranslation, he 
became convinced that it would be practi- 
cally impossible, owing to the difference in 
time between Washington and Madrid, to 
receive any response today.

No Privateering by United States. 
An outline of the policy to be followed 
by this government in the treatment of 
neutrals and the matter of privateering is 
contained in the following statement: 

“In the event of hostilitles between the 
United States and Spain, it will be the 
policy of this government not to resort to 
privateering. The government will adhere 
to the following rules; 


“First—The neutral flag covers enemy’s 
goods with the exception of contraband of 
war. 

“*Second—Neutral goods not contraband 
of war are not liable to confiscation under 
enemy’s flag. / 

‘“Third—Blockades in order to be binding 
must be effective.” 


This doctrine is undoubtedly laid down to

Owing to the lateness of the hour of ar- 
rival of most of the soldiers. no attempt 
was made to convey the troops to the 
Chickamauga camp ground. The trains 
were switched onto side tracks, and guards 
were thrown out, the troops spending the 
night quietly in the yards.

Washington, April 20.—During the /five 
hours of discussion in the senate this af- 
ternoon on its recent action upon the Cuban 
resolutions, in the course of which several 
extended speeches were made by senators 
who voted against the conference report 
upon the resolutions, only one point was 
ceveloped. That was made by Mr. Fora- 
ker, of Ohio, in the course of a brief state- 
ment concerning the recognition of the 
Cuban republiec’s independence. He gaid: 

“I think quickiy, speedily, possibly even 
now, on the very day when the ultimatum 
has been sent to Spain, pursuant to the 
resolutions that passed here, this govern- 
ment has practically recogn'zed the repub- 
lic of Cuba, and I think’ possibly it is true 
we will all know by tomorrow that that 
government is today being officially dealt 
with by the representatives of this gov- 
ernment, as ‘t should be.” 

This utterance, coming from a member 
of the foreign relations committee, created 
a profound sensation among the senators. 

Being pressed for the soutce of his infor- 
mation, Mr. Foraker replied that it was 
“positive, but not official.” 

Bills providing for disposal of lands on

Washington, April 2.—The house today 
pessed as an emergency war measure the 
bill empowering the president to call out 
the volunteer forces and providing for their 
organization, Both the president and Sec- 
retary Alger had urged the imperative ne- 
cessity of the passage of the bill today and 
Chairman Hull, of the military committee, 
drove ‘t throvgh under whip and spur. 
The bill was drafted at the war department, 
introduced in the housé yesterday and con- 
sidered and reported ty the committee to- 
day. No such expedition could have been 
pessible except under the stress of war 
pressure, The bill is permanent in its char. 
acter. 

There was a tremendous demonstration 
in the house after the reading of the jour- 
nal. when Major Pruden, the president’s 
executive clerk, announced the president's 
approval of the Cuban resolution. 

the house then went into committee of 
the whole to consider the bill authorizing 
the president to call for volunteers. 

Mr. Hull explaired that the committee 
had unanimously agreed that past: prece- 
dents should be followed, and the governors 
of states should retain the power to ap- 
point all regimental officers. 

The joint resolution passed by congress 
authorizing the president to employ tht 
militia foree of the United States, he sald, 
would not meet the present situation. He 
felt authorized to say that if we were to 
fight this war it would be with the volun- 
teers and not the militia forces. 

Alger in a Hurry for Troops. 

Mr. Hull read the following telegram 
which he received from Secretary Alger 
this morning: 

“T hope you will introduce your bill this 
motning. Time is now very valuable. On 
the whole, I am inclined to think that re- 
quiring commissions to be signed by the 
president for the militia would be cause for 
action and opposition by the governors, 
who naturally might feel that this was tak- 
ing some of their power from them. Can 
you consistently concur in that and hasten 
its passage?’’ 

Mr. Johnson, republican, of Indiana, at 
this point attempted to secure time to ad- 
dress the house regarding his attitude on 
the general sttuation. ‘If war was to 
comé. ‘he said, he was ready to support any 
measure to prosecute it to a successful con- 
clusion, but before hostilities began he 
thought the house should give him a chance 
to speak. The request met with much op- 
position and this was referred. 

Mr. Handy, democrat, of Delaw?#re, Op- 
posed the bill because it was proposed to 
pass it as an emergency measure and yet 
it was to be a permanent enactment. 

A question arose as to whether under 
the provisions of the bill additional legis- 
lation would not be necessary to permit the 
president to call out volunteers. To meet 
this defect Mr. Lacey offered an amend- 
ment authorizing the president to Traise 
volunteers when congress shall have au- 
thorized him to do so or when he has been 
authorized to cal] into the actual service 
of the United States the militia of the 
several states. The Cuban resolutions con- 
tain the latter authorization. 

Terms of Enlistment. 

The amendment was adopted. | 

Mr. McMillin, democrat, of Tennessee, 
moved to reduce the term of enlistment 
of the volunteer forces from three years 
as provided in the bill to one year. He 
thought many of the young men of the 
country would not be willing to enlist for 
three years. 

Mr. Hul] replied that it was not expected 
that the war would be a long one unless 
Spain resorted to guerilla warfare, but he 
did not believe a three-year term would 
terrorize the young men. 

The amendment was defeated. 

Mr. Talbert, democrat, of South Caro- 


lina, warned the house that war with Spain

BY A CONSTABLE 


An Attempt To Make Witnesses Change | 
Their Testimony. 


LISTENER HEARS WHOLE STORY 


Rule Nisi Issued Against Constable 
McCowan. 


HOW HE WAS TRAPPED BY DETECTIVES 


Chief Justice Simmons in Macon—The 
Annual Convention of County 
Commissioners. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 20.—Aecording to all reports, 
a desperate effort is being made to pre- 
vent the conviction of Harry Joiner, charg- 
ed with the murder of Lawson Yon. 

A rule nisi was issued this afternoon by 
Judge Felton, of Bibb superior court, order- 
ing R. F. McCowan, a well-known consta- 
ble, to show cause why he should not be 
attached for contempt of court in trying to 
intimidate and bribe witnesses in the Join- 
er case. 

The petitioner is Solicitor General Robert 
Tlodges and his petition is based on the 
evidence furnished by Deputy Sheriff Will 
Amason and City Detective Tally Jenkins, 
who have been working on the case for the 
past several days and had been told that 
McCowan and others had been making at- 
tempts to get some of the witnesses to 
change their testimony. 

This morning Deputy Amason learned 
that Mrs. Ida Hall. who is a sister-in-law 
to Joiner, wanted to see him. He -~went to 
her house and found that she wanted h'm 
to hear what McCowan and others had to 
Say to her. Amason said that he went out 
the back door of Mrs. Peacock’s house, 
mother of Mrs. Hall. Mrs. Hall met him 
at the back door and told him that Mrs. 
Joiner, mother of Harry Joiner, who is in 
jail accused of the murder of Lawson Yon, 
wanted her to go to her house and see Mr. 
McCowan and an attorney. She told Ama- 
son that she had told them that if they 
wanted to talk to her that they woul’ 
have to come to the house. She 
gave Amason the keys and told him to 
go to her house and get behind 
the bed, and that she would be there in a 
short while, and that he could hear what 
McCowan and the attorney had to say to 
her. In a short while Mrs. Hall came 
home alone, and a few minutes later was 
followed by McCowan, who at once entered 
into the business he hed to discuss with 
her. 

Mr. Amason said that McCowan told her 
that he was on the inside of the case and 
that he had sifted it from the bottom and 
that unless she changed her testi- 
mony Joiner would be hung, but that if 
she would change her testimony and say 
on the stand that she had been forced to 
state what she did on the commitment trial 
he would be allowed to go free. He said 
that he had several thousand dollars in the 
bank and that he would spend every dol- 
lar of it before she should suffer if she 
would change her testimony. 

Mr. Amason said that McCowan also 
made charges against the city detectives, 
and that he could get a job with the city 
now for $150 a month if he would take 
it, but that he would not do such low work 
asthe detectives did for twice the amoun’ 
of money, and that he was making lots 
more than that and could well afford to 
spend a large amount to see that she did 
not suffer. 

Amason says that McCowan talked for a 
long while trying to persuade her to change 
her evidence and offered all kinds of induce- 
ments, but she would not give Mm any sat- 
isfaction. 

Finally Detective Tally Jenkins came to 
the door and McCowan rose and said that 
he would have to go. He started out the 
back way, but Amason sprang from behind 
the bed and asked him what he meant by 
all that talk about the city detectives doing 
low work. He said that he only meant 
some of the detectives, 

Of course McCowan has not been offered 
a position with the city. It is said that Mc- 
Cowan is not related to Joiner. and it is 
not Known what his motive is in taking 
such interest in the case. It is claimed 
that a certain witness in the case in un- 
der fear that she will be killed if she tes- 
tifles what she knows against Joiner. The 
grand jury will investigate the killing of 
Yon this week. There is much public in- 
terest in the case.

REMARKS WERE SAPPLAUDED 


Englishmen and Americans Bound To- 
gether by Inseparable Tles, 


PEACE THAT GROWS STRONGER YEARLY 


Lord Mayor, Dake of Cambridge and 
Members of Diplomatic Corps 
at the Banquet—The Span- 
ish Minister Staid 
Away. 


London, April 2®—At the Baster banquet 
at the Mansion house tonight his royal 
highness, the duke of Cambridge, most of 
the members of the diplomatic corps and 
many other high offictals were present. 
United States Ambassador Hay’s seat 
was at the left hand of Lord Mayor Da- 
vies, and to the Spanish ambassador, 
Count Rascom, was allotted the place at 
his right hand, but at the last moment 
Count Rascom wrote that g@ sudden indis- 
position would prevent him being present. 

At the reception before the banquet the 
duke of Cambridge especially singled out 
Colonel Hay, cordially shaking him by 
the hand, and after the banquet Colonel 
Hay, the duke of Cambridge and Consul 
General William McKinley Osborne talked 


a long time of Cuba. 

Lord Mayor Davies, when proposing the 
health of the members of the diplomatic 
corps, welcomed the United States ambas- 
sador and expressed the hope “in the 
name of the citizens of London” that there 


would be no war. 

Colonel Hay’s reply was the event of 
the evening. He was repeatedly applaud- 
ed by the company. Speaking of the rela- 
tions between the United States and Great 


Britain, he said: : 

“We are sometimes accused of looking 
after our own interests with a certain en- 
ergy and pertinacity. I might say in the 
spirit of pride rather than contrition that 
it only shows the stock we are of; but this 
truth is incontestable, that for nearly three 
generations of men, in spite of constant dif- 
ferences there has been peace between us 
and friendly regard—a peace growing more 
firm and solid as the years go by and 
friendship which, I am sure, the vast 
majority of both people hope and trust may 
last forever.'The good understanding be- 
tween us is based on something deeper 
than mere expediency. All who think can- 
not but see there is a sanction like that of 
religion which binds us in partnership in 
the serious work of the world. 

“Whether we will or not, we are asso- 
ciated in that work by the very nature of 
things and no man and no group of men 
can prevent it. We are bound by ties we 
did not forge and that we cannot break. 
We are joint workers in the same sacred 
mission of freedom and progress, charged 
with duties we cannot evade by the impo- 
sition of irresistible bands.’’

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Alleged Criminals Captured at Last. 

Knoxville, Tenn., Apri w.—(Special.)—The 
pouice 1n this city last mgat pinehed a trio 
Ul Inen Who are Wanted i aimost every 
state in the union on the charges of murder, 
safe biowing, jail breaking and postofiice 
robbery. UVanny Murphy, tne leader of the 
gang, is wanted in Fennsyivania for mur- 
der and in Georgia for sate blowing aud in 
South Carolina for jail breaking. 

He is better known as Toledo Danny, 
alias Frenchie. The other men are Joe 
Jones, alias Brooks, Charies Jones, his scn, 
and Mike Divette. The men came here to 
blow a safe and were arrested by Lieutefi- 
ant Phillips, of the local police force. Small 
rewards, amounting to wo are

ing thick and fast, three men who had 
been implicated in robberies or buying stol- 
en goods from the Bohannon gang, fled the 
state. These were Drew Peeples, his 
brother, young Tom Peeples, and L, Buck- 
holtz. 

Bight of the car pirates were sentenced 
to the penitentiary or chaingang, their 
terms ranging from one year to ten. Nine 
others who were either convicted or who 
plead guilty to receiving stolen goods were 
fined from $50 to $1,000. 

T. J. Peeples was convicted in one case, 
but appealed to the supreme court. That 
court granted him a new trial. This 
spring his two fugitive sons returned to 
Dalton and when court opened last week 
with Judge A. W. Fite on the bench, the 
courtroom was thronged. Drew Peeples 
went to trial last Friday on the charge of 
stealing nine barrels of sirup from the 
Western and Atlantic railroad depot here. 
The testimony before the grand jury 
showed that he and his brother went to the 
depot early one morning and were admit- 
ted to the warehouse by their father, who 
was agent for the railroad company. The 
boys with the assistance of their porter, 
Gip Arnold, rolled out nine barrels of sirup 
belonging to Flemister & Riley, rival 
grocery merchants. These barrels were 
rolled across the street and into the Pee- 
ples store, where they were placed in the 
cellar. The Flemister and Riley marks 
were scraped off and the firm sold the sirup 
as their own. 

Gip Arnold seemed to have forgotten all 
about the transaction when he was put 
on the witness stand. The evidence was 
strongly in favor of the defendant until 
Judge Fite turned to the witness and 


sharply commanded him to tell the truth. | 


This broke Arnold down and he proceeded 
to give all the circumstances of the rob- 
bery under the examination of Solicitor 
General Maddox. This paralyzed the de- 
fense and the jury found Drew Peeples 
guilty. Judge Fite sentenced him to pay a 
fine of $200 and to serve three months on 
the chaingang. 

Yesterday morning the father’s case came 
up for a new trial. Sixty jurors had been 
summoned and everybody was eagerly 
waiting for more sensations. Directly one 
came and it was altogether different from 
what was expected, 

To the astonishment of everybody except 
those who knew what was coming, the 
sOlicitor general announced that each of 
the defendants would consent to a verdict 
of guilty and verdicts were rendered ac- 
cordingly. Judge Fite then sentenced T. 
J. Peeples, Drew Peeples and T. N. Pee 
ples each to pay a fine of $200 and all costs, 
and to work in the chaingang for three 
months, and in default of payment to work 
in the chaingang twelve months.

DONNELLY’S MOTIVE. 


Whether Mr. Donnelly is now influenced 
by his spirit of revenge or a deep sense of 
gratitude for the benefit which he has de- 
rived through Commissioner Adair at ex- 
pense to the taxpayers of Atlanta, I am un- 
able to say; but true it is and must appear 


. to every reader of this article, that he is 


a very ignorant man, or that he is willing 
to presume upon the ignorance of the peo- 
ple of Fulton county. The figures which 
he presents (and, by the way, they might 
be called Mr. Adair’s figures) are so pre- 
posterous tuat I do not deem it necessary 
to notice them except briefly. 


TAXATION OF INSURANCE COMPA- 
NIES. 


From a certificate accompanying this let- 
ter from the comptroller general of the 
state, it will appear that the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company has always paid all of 
its lawful taxes. 

The method adopted by the states and 
municipalities for taxing insurance compa- 
nies, in order to put home companies on the 
same basis with foreign companies, is to 
tax them on the amount of business done; 
that is, upon ‘the premiums received, and 
not upon the capital of the company which 
is invested under strict state provisions 
and which is treated as a trust fund. The 
law of Georgia prescribes this method of 
taxation and the Atlanta Home, like all 
other fire insurance companies, pays to the 
state of Georgia 1 per cent on ali of its pre- 
miu received in the state. It also pays 
to the city of Atlanta 1 per cent on all pre- 
miums written in the city. Foreign com- 
panies doing business in Georgia are taxed 
by the same method and the annual tax 
paid‘the state by all of the fire insurance 
companies doing business in the state 
amounts to about $17,500, which is six or 
seven times as much as the state wouid 
receive by taxing the capital of the home 
companies instead of taxing the premiums 
of all the companies. One method avoids 
discrimination against home companies, 
the other would be a decided discrimination 
and would prohibit the establishment of 
home companies in Georgia. The tax paid 
by the Atlanta Home for the year 1898 will 
amount to about $10,000; about half of this 
will be paid on business done in other 
states, since they also tax the premiums 
received. 

This is probably more than would be the 
tax on the entire capital of the Atlanta 
Home Insurance Company under the high- 
est rates which have been fixed. It is clear, 
therefore, that to tax this company’s cap- 
ital after it has paid a premium tax would 
amount to a double taxation, and this no 
one knows better than Commissioner 
Adaftr. 

This matter has been fully considered by 
his board of county commissioners. When 
I last appeared before them every member 
of the board, except Mr. Palmer, who was 
absent, and Mr. Adair, who did not raise 
objection, spoke in favor of the justice of 
the law as interpreted by the attorney gen- 
eral of tnis state, and it was understood 
at the time that no further demand would 
be made for taxing this company's capital, 
it being agreed that the company would re- 
turn for taxation all its real estate, as had 
been its practice always. The company has 
not returned for taxation its real estate 
for the past year because this question has 
been pending, although we have offered to 
do 80. 

In regard to the returns of the Atlanta 
Consolidated Railway Company, Mr. Adair 
says that according to Poor’s Manual the 
property of this company is worth #4,646.- 
481.93. Commissioner Adair is too well in- 
formed on this subject to have accidentally 
fallen into such an error. If he will review 
the returns made by him for himself and 
parties whose property his firm has had 
in charge in past years he will doubtless 
feel mortified at having made such a state- 
ment.

As to’ the railway company’s returns, it 
is known that the company is bonded for

If he is sincere when he says that he is 
endeavoring to force the Atlanta Home to 
pay taxes unjustly withheld, why dces net 
he make it known in the proper manner? 
Why does not he proceed to force payment 
und thereby discharge his duty to th cqun- 
ty? Why does he sit quietly in a -neeting 
vf the commissioners and not express ‘his 
determination? I think his recent declara> 
tions on the subject may be easily under- 
stood by the voters of this county, and 
that Mr. Adair’s curiosity, to which he 
has egotistically referred, will be satisfied 
On the 2lst instant to the great ieclief of 
the burdened taxpayera of Atlanta. 

I protest that the only interest I fee! in 
the present election for county commis- 
Sioners comes from a desire to see the af- 
fairs of this county administered in a just, 
conservative and business-like manner, 
which cannot be promised if the present 
commissioners are re-elected.

ARMY TQ BE REJUVENATED 


Young Officers WII! Be Provided and 
ped Officers Retired, 


COL, COOK WAS THE FIRST TO G0 


He Was, Like Many Others, Consid- 
ered To Be Unfit for an Active 
Campaign—He Will Go to 
Washington To Be For- 
mally Discharged. 


OLD AND INACTIVE OFFICERS OF 
the army will be retired at once, so as 
to give place to men who are young and 
strong enough to endure the hard work 
of a campaign in Cuba. Colonel Henry C. 
Cook, who has been in Atlanta for several 
years, was the first of the colonels to lose 
his place, and many others will be retired 
at once. 

The retirement of Colonel Cook, the ex- 
clusive announcement of which created 
a sensation yesterday, was not an individu- 
al move, but was a part of a well defined 
plan on the part of the war department to 
increase the efficiency of the army. There 
are several colonels and officers of other 
rank in the army, who are really unable 
to do hard fighting, but who on account of 
their long and spelndid service have been 
retained, especially, as they were entirely 
capable of commanding regiments and bat- 
talions in times of peace. 

But now that the army of the United 
Statés stands on the brink of a great 
struggle, the war department will not al- 
low these aged officers to hold their places, 
but will retire all who are not well fitted 
physically and otherwise to command their 
men during a campaign of hard fighting. 

A retiring board has just been named by 
the war dgpartment to retire ail officers 
who are summoned before it, and who are 
unfit for active duty. This board is made 
up of leading officers of the army and has 
already begun its duties. The special orders 


| relative to the creation of the boaré were 


received at the war department here yster- 
day. The board is composed of the follow- 
ing officers: 

Brigadier General Joseph C. Breckinridge, 
inspector genera} of the army; Brigadier 
General Thaddeous H. Stanton, paymaster 
general; Colonel Dallas Bache, assistant 
surgeon general; Colonel Francis L., Guen- 
ther, of the Fourth artillery; Major James 
C. Merrill, surgeon, and Captain’ Robert J. 
C. Irvine, Eleventh infantry recorder. 

This board will have its headquarters in 
Washington and the different army officers 
will be summoned there for retirement, The 
retirement of the officers will be general 
and there will be many sore hearts in the 
army before the end of two weeks. 

Colone} Cook, who has been commander 
of the Fifth infantry at Fort McPherson, 
will probably return from Tampa tomorrow 
and proceed to Washington to be formally 
retired by the new board. He has probably 
by this time been notified of his discharge 
from active service. Major Porter will com- 
mand the troops at Tampa until Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry B. Freeman arrives there 
to succeed Colonel Cook. 

The news that Colonel Cook had been 
ordered out of the service, which was giv- 
en exclusively in yesterday’s Constitution, 
created widespread surprise yesterday. The 
news was telegraphed all over the country 
for the afternoon papers and the signifi- 
cance of the retirement caused consterna- 
tion in the army. 

The army officials here were themselves 
surprised when they read of the retirement 
of Colonel Cook. The meeting of the med- 
ical board was held in the utmost secrecy 
and every member of the board had re- 
fused to say one word relative to the mat- 
ter, and the first news was given out by 
The Constitution.

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New England mean? Does it mean that 
the mill managers have never learned 
the art of dealing with their great re- 
sources profitably, or, having_learned it, 
are now rapidly losing it?. If low. wages 
mean a low standard of living in the 
south, they must mean a still lower 
standard in New England, where the 
operatives (according to all accounts) 
have been fitted fo a high standard of 
living by generations of high wages. 

Mr. Atkinson’s addresses are bright, 
keen, suggestive and practical, but it 
sometimes happens that, at a critical 
point, they leave the mind of hearer or 
reader dangling, as it were, in the ethere- 
al void. He could dispose of the 
matter if he would, but in the heat and 
hurry of his discourse he omits the nec- 
essary conclusion or explanation. 

Fortunately, the discussion that fol- 
lowed the announcement of the recent re- 
duction of mill wages in New England, 
brought to light many facts and state- 
ments which. if not conclusive, were at 
least illuminating. One of these state- 
ments, if memory serves us, was from 
the pen of a mill manager and appeared 
in the columns of The Transcript. At 
anv rate, it was copied into The Spring- 
field Republican. The writer thereof, 
snpenkine with authoritv, declared that 
the mills recently erected in the south 
were, in the matter of machinery and 
equipment, greatly superior to mills of 
a similar classintheeast: Ile declared, 
moreover, that the management in the 
southern mills was of a very superior 
order, while the eastern mills were beset 
and handicapped by ald fogy notions 
and ideas. 

We remember, too, that the statement 
contained an indictment of the New 
England managers on account of their 
policy of sacrificing everything to the 
prompt payment of high dividends. The 
charge was that the equipment of the 
mills had been allowed to run down in 
order to pay dividends: anda very 
strong intimation was conveyed either 
in that statement or in some eastern 
newspaper, that the reduction of wages 
was the result, not of necessity, but of a 
desire to continue the payment of big 
dividends. It ig a notorious fact that

Hon, Thomas B. Felder. 

The Constitution believes that Hon. 
Thomas B. Felder will receive the vote o1 
Fulton county in the congressional pri- 
mary of today. 

If Mr. Felder carries this county, we 
believe that he will be the next nomi- 
nee for congress from this district. He 
has already announced that, if he does 
not carry this county, he will discontinue 
his race. It is said that several other 
counties in the district will give him 
their support if he carries Fulton today, 
and we do not believe that this county 
will fail to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to name an Atlanta man as the 
next congressman from this district. 

The Constitution has no ill will against 
either of the other two candidates, but 
on: the other hand, we feel most cordial- 
ly toward both; and yet we do not be- 
lieve that the nomination of either of 
them is possible. There seems to be 
no doubt about the fact that, of the Ful- 
ton county candidates, Mr. Felder has 
by far the strongest home support; and 
this being the case, those who vote 
against him will be virtually voting 
away the right of this county to name 
the next congressman from this district. 

Disguise the issue as wemay, the 
race is between Mr. Felder and Colonel 
Livingston; and without the slightest 
discredit to the latter, but on the other 
hand, with full appreciation of the work 
done during his congressional term, we 
believe that it is the duty of Fulton 
county to give its support to Mr. Felder. 
He has represented the county ably in 
the halls of legislation, and he will make 
the district a congressman of whom it 
will have occasion to feel proud, should 
it honor him with the nomination. 
Keep Your Eye on the Philippines. 

Another revolutionary outbreak in the 
Philippines seems imminent. Within the 
last few days information has been re- 
ceived stating that the natives of these 
remote Pacific islands are again prepar- 
ing to raise the standard of revolt in 
the event of difficulties between Spain 
and the United States. 

As the Philippines are destined to be- 
come conspicuous in the stirring events 
of the next few weeks, unless there is 
absolutely no faith to be put in signs, 
it behooves us at this juncture to inquire 
briefly into the past history of this lit- 
tle group of islands. 

The Philippines comprise four hun- 
dred islands, large and small, lying mid- 
way between the Japanese island of For- 
mosa on the north, and the British island 
of Borneo, on the south. The area of 
the entire group embraces over 116,000 
square miles, or nearly the area of the 
state of Georgia, and contains 9,500,000 
inhabitants. 

Spain has exercised control over the 
islands for nearly four hundred years 
past. In 1521 Magellan, the famous 
navigator, then in the service of Spain 


discovered the islands while engaged in 


the daring exploit of cireumnavigating 
the globe. The aboriginal population 
of the islands has long since become ex- 
tinct, and the present population con- 
sists largely of Malays, Chinese, Jap- 


anese and Spaniards. Some thirty dif- 
ferent languages and dialects are spoken 
by the inhabitants of the group. 

Forty years elapsed from the time of 
Mageilan’s discovery before Spain form- 
ally took possession of the Philippines. 
She asserted her authority over the 
islands in 1569, and two years later 
founded the present capital of Manila. 
Many of the islands were disposed to be 
rebellious. and Spain’s authority was 
not generally acknowledged until 1829. 
Even then it was acknowledged under 
duress. Spain’s brutal and oppressive 
treatment of the natives was not such 
as to endear her yoke to those who bore 
it, and nothing but military discipline 
enabled her to hold the islands firmly. 

In natural! resources the islands are ex- 
tremely rich, such products as hemp, 
sugar, coffee and tobacco, being produced 
in prodigal abundance. Manila is the 
chief commercial center of the group. In 
1890 its population numbered 150,000, but 
since that time the ravages of war have 
somewhat reduced it. 

The recent uprising in the Philippines 
bezan in 1896. General Blanco, now 
captain general of Cuba, was in charge 
of affairs in the Philippines at that time 
The reasons given for the uprising were 
the long continued outrages which the 
islands had suffered at the hands ‘of 
Spain, and the refusal of Spain to make 
any satisfactory amends either in the 
nature of reform or compensation. What 
urged the islands to assert their indepen- 
dence, however, was not alone the rea- 
sons given, but the influence of Cuba’s 
brave example in defying Spain’s author- 
ity. In her efforts to put down the up- 
risine in the Philippines Spain resorted 
to the same fiendish and inhuman tac- 
ties which have marked her campaign in 
Cuba, and finally, through such foul 
means, she partially succeeded some five 
or six months ago in compelling submis- 
sion to her arms. 

But since this submission did not 
quench the fires of revolution nor miti- 
gate the hatred which the natives of the 
island feel for Spain, the information oc- 
casions no supprise that the Philippines 
are again on the eve of revolution. With 
the opportunities for throwing off 
Spain’s yoke which the present grave 
crisis promises to offer, it is not to be 
supposed that the oppressed and down- 
trodden natives of these islands intend 
to fold their hands in idle apathy. Al- 
most the next message which comes 
from the east will bring with it the an- 
nouncement that the Philippines are once 
more in revolt. and that freedom is again 
the watchword of the group. 

Wanamaker vs. Quay. 

At last John Wanamaker, who is a 
candidate for governor of Pennsylvania, 
has begun to say and do things that are 
calculated to give Quay and his lieuten- 
ants a bad quarter of an hour. In a 
mere game of professional politics, Quay 
could beat Wanamaker ten to one, but 
Wanamaker, in the course of his cam- 
paign, has jumped over the political fence 
and is now charging about loose in the 
wildwoods. 

In the first place, he has offered his 
services to the government in case of 
war, and says he is ready to raise and 
equip a regiment. This was somewhat 
ahead of Quay’s plans, and was calcu- 
lated to give him food for thought, but 
Wanamaker has now gone further. He 
has announced to his army of employees, 
many of whom belong to the national 
guard, that they may volunteer if they 
choose, and that their salaries will go on 
while they are away. 

But this is not all. He announced to 
them that their places would be ready 
for them when they returned, and he 
also declared that if any of his em- 
ployees are killed, their families shall 
receive a pension of $1,000. 

Now, all this is calculated to carry con- 
sternation into the Quay camp. No pro- 
visions had been made for any such 
amazing tactics as these. They rise 
above the ordinary schemes of the hour 
and appeal most eloquently to the pa- 
triotic ardor of the people. 

All Pennsylvania is talking about 
Wanamaker’s generosity, and it will go 
hard with him if he does not sweep the 
other republican politicians off their feet 
by this amazing piece of campaign 
strategy. 

His enemies may charge that his 
offers have been made for political pur- 
poses, but if they are, that fact will have 
no bearing on their scope and effect. The 
people will not look this gift horse in 
the mouth. |

The Spanish Element. 

Apart from the main issues involved 
in the present controversy between Spain 
and the United States some collateral 
interest attaches to the question: What 
percentage of our population is made up 
of Spanish blood? 

This question is difficult to answer. We 
can only obtain some general idea in re- 
gard to it from data furnished by the 
federal bureau of immigration. From the 
light which this data throws upon the 
subject it is evident that the Castilian 
element of our population is compara- 
tively small. 

To measure the percentage with any 
degree of satisfaction, since exactitude 
is impossible, we must go back for sev- 
eral decades and observe the streams of 
immigration which have poured into the 
United States from Spain. Between 
1840 and 1850 we derived from the vari- 
ous foreign countries 113,251 immi- 
grants, of which number only 2,759 came 
from Spain and Portugal together. Be- 
tween 1850 and 1860 we made heavy 
gains, deriving: from foreign countriés 
2,598,214 immigrants, of which number 
Spain and Portugal furnished only 
10,353. 

Between 1860 and 1870 another marked 
increase was made in the number of for- 
eign immigrants to the United States. 
Out of 2,466,752 derived from various 
sources during the decade, Spain and 
Portugal furnished only 9,047. Between 
1870 and 1880 we derived from various 
sources 2,944,695 immigrants, of which 
number Spain and Portugal furnished 
only 9,797, and between 1880 and 1890 we 
derived from various sources 5,238,728 
immigrants, of which number Spain and 
Portugal furnished only 5,556. While 
the total number of immigrants to find 
their way into this country nearly 
doubled during the last named decade, 
it appears that the number of immi- 
grants from Spain and Portugal fell off 
nearly one-half. 

To recapitulate, we find that ott of 
14,961,640 immigrants derived from the 
various countries of the globe during 
the fifty years extending from 1840 to 
1890, Spain and Portugal furnished of 
this number only the paltry handful of 
37,490 immigrants. / 

Denmark, Belgium, Wales, Holland, 
Norway and Sweden are each much 
smaller in area and population than 
Spain, and yet each of these countries 
bas surpassed Spain in the number of 
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| immigrants sent over to the 
States during the past fifty years. 

From these figures it tay safely be 
inferred that the infusion of Spanish 
blood in the veins of our American citi- 
zenship is comparatively small; but we 
entertain no doubt whatever of the loy- 
alty and patiiotism of the Spanish ele- 
ment of our population; and in the event 
of hostilities we are sure that this ele- 
ment will be found steadfast in its alle- 
giance to the stars and stripes.

What the Masses Read. 

Seme idea of what the masses read 
may be obtained from the interesting 
data recently sent out by one of the prin- 
cipal free circulating library associations 
of New York city. 

Out of 231,052 volumes issued to read- 
ers during the year extending from No- 
vember 1, 1896, to November 1, 1897, not 
less than 162,093 volumes came under the 
head of fiction. 

With respect to the remaining volumes 
issued, there was great diversity of pref- 
erence manifested, the distribution un- 
der the various heads of literature be- 
ing made as follows: History, 20,0338; bi- 
ography, 11,774; literature in its restrict- 
ed scope, 10,071; travel, 8,283; science, 
5,664; periodicals, 4,585; religion, 2,070; 
poetry, 1,471; sociology, 1,466; fine arts 
1,388; useful arts, 1,199; Hebraica, 795, 
and philosophy, 210. 

While these figures reflect the literary 
tastes and preferences of the masses in 
New York, they also serve to indicate in 
some measure what is true of the liter- 
ary tastes and preferences of the masses 
elsewhere,

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
The Authority of the Governor. 


Editor Constitution—In your issue of yes- 
terday you quote General Graham as say- 
ing that the state militia will probably be 
sent with the regular army to invade Cuba 
in the event of war with Spain. Where 
does the president of the United States or 
the. governor of a state get the power to 
send the state militia out of the United 
States as a part of an invading army? 
Surely not in the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States. That instrument provides, as is 
copied in section 5874 of the code of Georgia, 
calling 
forth the militia to execute the laws of the 
union, to suppress insurrections and repel 
invasions."" This section also gives con- 
gress the right to provide for organizing, 
arming and disciplining the militia that 
may be in the United States service. There 
are two rules of construction so old and in 
such common use that the layman as well 
as the professional is acquainted with them. 
First, the federal government has no pow- 
er3, except those specially grinted in the 
constitution or arising by nec@éssary impli- 
cation from those that are granted. The 
power to use the state militia as an invad- 
ing army is not granted and cannot arise 
by implication. 

Second: The suggestion of one term in a 
law excludes the idea of another. Sugges- 
tio unius este exclusio alteruuis is the form 
in which this ancient rule is banded down 
to us. 

There is no grant of the right to use 
the militia for invading purposes, and the 
grant of the power to use the: militia to 
repel invasion certainly excludes the idea 
of the power to use it to commit invasion, 
60 to speak. Please give us information on 
this subject, as the statement attributed 
to General Graham has given uneasiness 


to many who are willing for their young } 


minor sons to fight to defend Uncle Sam, 
but are not willing for them to be sent to 
invade a death’s hole at this season of the 
year. If you undertake to give the desired 
information, do not furnish only opinions, 
but cite the law and authorities so that we 
can read it ourselves and understand the 
Situation. Do not misunderstand me. TI do 
not intend to convey the idea that we are 
not willing to furnish troops to fight for the 
union in Cuba or anywhere else that they 
may be needed. If called for, volunteers 
would be plentiful and of sufficient age ta 
take care of themselves in Cuba—men of 
judgment and discretion. What we are 
concerned about is keeping our tender 
youths on American soil and out of Cuba.

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Viaduct Will Not Be Hampered on 
This Account. 


MAY ERECT ONE MORE SPAN 


The Claims and Bridge Committee Held 
a Joint Meeting Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


The bridge and claims committees of 
city council held a joint meeting at the 
city hall yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of considering the claim of alleged 
damages by T. G. Shelton to his warehouse 
at the corner of Mitchell street and Madi- 
80n avenue, on account of the erection of 
the proposed Mitchell streat viaduct. 

Mr. Shelton claims that if the bridge is 
built on the present plang and specifications 
it will raise the grade beside his ware- 
house, thereby entirely cutting off the 
use of the first story. Through his at- 
torney, Judge T. P. Westmoreland, he 
asks that the plan of the bridge be changed 
s9© that he may still continue the use of 
his premises. 

It is doubtful, however, if the commit- 
tees decide to change the present plans. 
The idea suggested by Mr. Sheiton would 
result in a steep grade on the eastern 
side of the viaduct and this council does 
not want. The committees went out to 
see the property yesterday afternoon at 
the invitation of Mr. Shelton, but came to 
no definite conclusion. 

It is probable the committees will de- 
cided to erect an additional span of steel 
on the eastern end of the bridge so as 
to give Mr. Shelton access to his first 
story. This, it is thought, would satisfy 
Mr. Shelton’s claim, and would not cost 
& great sum. 

Judge Westmoreland stated yesterday he 
was going to stop the erection of the 
bridge on the present plan if possible. 
Unless the committees reach some com- 
Promise therfore {ft is highly probable 
Mr. Shelton will sue out an injunctior 
against the city erecting the viaduct to the 
injury of his property. This would in- 
volve the bridge in court. There is 
little doubt, however, that the committees 
will reach an amicable adjustment of the 
matter. 


BROKEN RAIL CAUSES A WRECK. 


Twelve Cars Were Derailed Near King- 
ston on the W. & A. 


A broken rail on a switch a few miles 
above Kingston, onthe Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad, last Tuesday night caused the 
wreck of a freight train, A negro tramp 
who was riding on the trucks of one of the 
cars was seriously wounded and it is an- 
nounced he will die. He was sent to Chat- 
tanooga yesterday, which is his home, 
and placed in the care of this friends.

A wrecking train was soon on the scene, 
and after twelve hours all debris was 
cleared away and the trains were put on 
regular time. 


HOME GUARD IN BRUNSWICK. 
The Women and Children in Danger 
from the Negroes. 
Brunswick, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)—Con- 
tinued demonstrations by negroes against 
white women and children has caused a 

home guard to be organized. 


It will be in character somewhat like 
a vigilance committee, and prepare to re- 
spond on alarm to squelch any uprising or 
depredation upon persons. Mayor E. H. 
Mason is chairman; Secretary Ogg, of the 
board of trade, secretary. 

A committee of fifteen has been appoint- 
ed to enroll names, and signers in large 
numbers are coming forward. Each man 
is arming himself after the manner of the 
turbulent days of 1892, when the negroes 
comitted many outrages here, resulting in 
two being tied together and lynched. 
Within the past week several white women 
have been approached by negroes. One 
fled, and was struck in the back with @ 
brick; two others had their purses stolen 
and themselves insulted. Today two young 
white girls were accosted. They ran away, 
and three negroes in the bunch yelled out: 
“Oh, you won't speak to us now, but wait 
until war is declared, and we won't do a 
thing to you, sweet things.’’ There are a 
number of conservative negroes in Bruns- 
wick warning the masses not to arouse the 
whites, but the® majority are desperate 
negroes, and will not stop at any crime 
until severe punishment is meted out. The 
disturbing element bélieve that when war is 
declared the naval militia and riflemen 
will be ordered.away from Brunswick, and 
leave the women helpless. The home guard 
will take the militia’s place.

A Political Mix-Up May Follow 
His Going, 
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HE IS NOW STUDYING THE LAW

Then Berner Will Be ex-Officio Gov- 
ernor and Therefore Commander- 
in-Chief, Too—News of 
the World of 
Politics. 


THERE ARE MORE THAN FOUR 
thousand members of the National Guard of 
Georgia, and the news from Washington 
Says that 2,000 of them will be called upon 
to volunteer for active service as soon as 
war is declared upon Spain. By virtue of 
his office, Governor Atkinson is commander- 
in-chief of the Nationa] Guard of the state, 
and if all of them or any part of them are 
called out f@r the nation’s defense, he will 
go with them. He reached this determina- 
tion some time ago, and did not mean to 
let anybody know about it. But yesterday 
he happened to mention the fact inadver- 
tently, and the news was all the talk of the 
day in military circles. 

And it was talked about in political cir- 
cles, too. If the governor should go to 
war, the natural inference would be that 
the office of the chief executive would be 
vacant, in which case the president of the 
state senate would be governor ex-officio. 
The president of the senate at present is 
the Hon. Robert L. Berner, of Forsyth, who 
is also at present a candidate for governor 
on his own account. If the action of the 
governor shéuld precipitate him temporarily 
into the office he is seeking, it would inter- 
rupt his stumping tour, and might have all 
sorts of effects upon the gubernatorial cam- 
paign now in progress. 

Question of Authority. 

But if Governor Atkinson shouid take 
the field and Senator Berner should assume 
the governorship, then Senator Berner, by 
virtue of his office, would be commander-in- 
chief, and Mr. Atkinson wouid be robbed 
of his official tithe. And if Senator Berner 
should not assume the office, then Georgia 
would have a commander-in-chief, but no 
governor, whereas, on the other hand, she 
would have one governor and two com- 
manders-in-chief. It is a very puzzling 
complication, and the governor spent a good 
part of yesterday afternoon in studying 
the law with Captain Oscar J. Brown, as a 
military authority, and Attorney General 
Joseph M. Terrell as a luminary on the 
civil conditions. 

So far as is known, they reached no exact 
conclusion, but the governor will go to war 
any way. Last night he said: 

‘The position which the state militia oc- 
cupies with respect to the federal govern- 
ment is not exactly clear, and my look- 
ing into the law today has by no means 
settled my mind as to what position I would 
hold, should I go with the Georgia troops. 
At the same time I propose to join them in 
the event that war is declared. Letters 
from anxious parents are pouring in upon 
me, and I believe it to be my duty to go 
along with the boys, if they are called into 
action. My idea is that the entire body 
will not be ordered out, but that volun- 
teers to a certain amount will be called 
for, and that the National Guardsmen of 
the state will be. given the preference over 
those who have never had any military 
experience. Georgia’s quota in the prelim- 
inary draft, as I understand it, will be 
about 2,000.”’ 

The Law in the Case. 

According to the constitution of the United 
States, the governor has the right to call 
out the National Guard to protect the 
state, and the federal government has the 
right to call it out ‘“‘to execute the laws of 
the union, to suppress insurrection and to 
repel invasion.”” Just now there is neither 
insurrection nor invasion, and the action 
of the authorities at Washington would 
therefore have to be based on the first 
clause of the paragraph quoted. The law 
also gives to the governors of, the different 
states the rights to appoint all officers, but 
here, again, there arises a somewhat deli- 
cate question, when the governor himself 
volunteers his services. 

The various troops in Georgia would 
constitute a brigade in actual warfare, and 
the commanding officer would be a brig- 
adier general, But the governor's appoint- 
ing power, according to precedent in the 
late war, is limited to the rank of colonel. 
By courtesy of the late legislature Adju- 
tant General J. McIntosh Kell is @ briga- 
dier general, but in addition to the fact 
that this is not a federal position, Captain 
Kell’s age precludes the possibility of his 
attempting active service. The ranking offi- 
cer next to him is Colonel Gordon. Under 
all these circumstances Governor Atkin- 
gon’s taking the field by virtue of his office 
as chief executive of the state, would of 
necessity have to be followed by @ military 
appointment by the federal government 
if he were to command the Georgia troops. 
That this would follow is reasonably cer- 
tain. Otherwise the troops would lose their 
autonomy and in the stress of war would 
be widely scattered. 

The Politicians Interested. 

But outside of the interest which cen- 
ters in the governor’s action because of its 
military significance, the political world 
fas been somewhat agitated. As has al- 
ready been said the president of the state 
senate becomes governor when the gov- 
ernor is not actually in office, but it does 
not appear that Mr. Atkinson would alto- 
gether relinquish his place by taking the 
field. On the contrary, unless he actually 
resigned the place, he will continue to be 
governor until he physically departs from 
the country. Even then he may continue to 
hold the place, as is evidenced by his re- 


cent visit to Mexico, The question as te

in-chief, and in this capacity would be Mr. 
Atkinson's military superior. It reminded 
Captain Tip H ison, who is the military 
genius of the capitol, of a friend of his 
who, having swallowed a silver dollar, 
was a dollar in and a dollar out, and did 
not know how to keep his books. Only the 
governor himself remained calm during the 
storm of speculation. He said that he 
meant to go with the Georgia boys to war 
anyway, and was willing to leave political 
problems behind him for the time being.

It is intended to meet at Kenne- 
saw as early as possible this summer to 
perfect the national organization. It ig in- 
tended to use the influence of the society 
to induce the state of Georgia and con- 
gress to make Kennesaw and the proper 
Surroundings the finest national park in 
the republic. Kennesaw is the exact center 
of the territory on which the battles of the 
civil war were fought. 


A monument is to be erected on Kenne- 
saw, too. The purpose of the society, as 
filed with Colonel Clifton, says: 


“Nobler and of greater importance 
still, if such be possible, it is proposed 
to erect on Kennesaw, a monument to 
American valor, to honor all that is 
American, from colonial days to the 
end of time. It is intended to make the 
monument the grandest the World has 
ever seen, a monument that will be vis- 
ited and admired by the lovers of liber- 
ty, of all lands, and that shal! teach the 
world, even in a greater degree than the 
Society of Atlanta Campaign, the les- 
son that Americans are a unit, one for- 
ever. The monument is to be of such 
construction that there will be ample 
room for the preservation of every- 
thing historical relating to America for 
all time. [n the erecti of the mon- 
ument, it is intended-that each state 
and territory shall furnish a portion of 
the structure that shall exhibit the most 
valuable of its mineral productions in 
the most conspicuous manner. All pa- 
triotic societies and ifidividuals are ex- 
pected, as they naturally will de- 
sire to do all in their power to further 
the work, to secure its completion as 
early as possible.”

EARLY LOSSES RECOVERED 


Final Recovery Due to Rumor That 
Time Had Been Extended for 
Spain’s Reply. 


New York, Apri] 20.—The New York stock 
market offered a firm resistance all day to 
the depression which was reflected upon it 
from every other exchange in the world, its 
declines at one time reaching more than 
& fraction over a point for the active 
etuchs, in tie final hour, after trading, on 
the foreign bourses had been suspended for 
the day, there was a lively movement to 
buy developed on the New York exchange 
which wiped out practically ali of the ear- 
Hest losses and lifted the level of prices 
sharpiy above that of last night. The final 
recovery was brought about by the d‘s- 
semination of-a rumor that the period al- 
lowed Spain for a reply to the ultimatum 
had been extended to Monaay, with a 
chance that a settlement would be effected 
before that time. There were some evi- 
dences of manipulation for the purpose of 
making last prices show striking 
For instance, Burlington sold at 90% and 
on the next and iast sale jumped to 91%. 
Abroad the view of the financial world 
shows that New York was less affected by 
the crisis than any other financial center. 
At no time were prices depressed to the 
London parity. As a consequence there 
Was a large arbitrage trade here of Sell- 
ing international stocks, New York prices 
showing a fair profit over London quota- 
tions. The depression in London and on 
continental bourses was due more to the 
panic in Spanish 4s than to any other one 
cause. These securities fell 1% in London 
and 3%, in Paris on forced liquidation due 
to financial difficulties in France and Spain. 
Whatever depression there was on the 
New York exchange seemed to be due to 
sympathy with the depression in foreign 
markets. New York absorbed the offerings 
of its own securities for foreign account 
at prices above those prevailing abroad and 
there was no heavy liqu‘dation for 
account. It is to be observed that Amer- 
lean securities have held fairly steady as 
compared with the marked weakness of 
Spanish securities. It is also to be observ- 
@ai that weakness in foreign markets is 
due in part to the dearness of money and 
this in turn is caused by the pressure for 
gold to re-enforce the American money 
market. The United States is still a heavy 
creditor to the worid and the continual 
draw ng in of these credits, while serving 
to fortify the financial fabric at home, is 
a factor in the weakness of foreign mar- 
kets. Doubtless a part of the selling in 
New York for foreign account is due to an 
effort to equalize exchange conditions. That 
these offerings should be so well absorbed 
is a demonstration of the sound financial 
conditions existing in this country. Evi- 
dence to the same effect is given in the 
case of call money, which loaned today 
at 2 per cent, although time money contin- 
ues to be firmly ie.uw at 6 per cent. It is 
still further significant of the same condi- 
t‘on that the stringency of money abroad 
should have resuited in declines in the 
British and French government bonds, 
while United States 4s of 1892 showed ix 
@ain today of 1% per cent for the registered 
and 1 and 1% per cent for the coupons. 
Considering the contrast in money mar- 
ket conditions between New York end Eu- 
ropean centers, it is not strange that the 
day’s engagements of gold for import were 
very small. The further importations of 
gold only wait.on the needs of the local 
money market is, however, evident.

Langston’s office, 


STAHLMAN REPLIES TO FELDER. 


Denies Many Statements Made by tae 
Congressional Candidate. 


The following letter has been received by 
The Constitution from Major E. B. Stahi- 
man in regard to the speech made by Mr. 
Felder at the Grand Tuesday night. 

‘Nashville, Tenn., April 20, 189%. Editor 
Constitution: I] have read with much éur- 
prise and mortification a statement in The 
Journal of the 18ih, said to have emanated 
from Mr. Felder. It 1s not true, as stated 
by him, that I advised him to withdraw 
from the congressional race. On the con- 
trary, he suggested that 1 ought to advise 
Livingston to withdraw. It is not true that 
I claimed that the Methodists were eolid 
for Livingston. On the contrary, f'elder 
stated that they were solid for him. It is 
not true that I was in Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of helping Livingston or that I asked 
Mr. Carroli to invite prominent gentleinen 
to my rooms at the hotel to discuss the 
congressional race. 

“The truth is, I went to Atlanta to look 


after the business of the Western and At-. 


lantie railfoad receivership and was engag- 
ed in my room with my secretary and Major 
Courtney in posting up the books prepara- 
tory to a final report to the court. I met 
Mr. Carroll only once and then in a casual 
way. I did not ask him to bring anybody to 
me, nor did I mention the congressional 
race to any one or talk about it with any 
one, except as I was ferced to by Mr. Fel- 
der, and I would have.said nothing then 
but for tha fact that he accused me of 
working for Livingston and urged that I 
ought to line up the railroad people in his 
(Felder’s) interest, alleging that he had 

een as good a friend to the railroads as 
Livingston or any one else, and that his 
record in the legislature would show this 
to be so. 

“Mr. Felder went so far as to say that he 
would write to the president of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad and have me 
brought into line if I did not of my own vo- 
lition fall in line. .As a matter of fact I 
fully appreciated the delicacy. of my having 
anything to do with politics in Georgia and 
I probably should never have _ thought, 
much less spoken, of the congressional 
race but for the number of times Mr. Fel- 
der. during his prolonged sojourn in Wash- 
ington as well as duping my recent visit to 
Atianta, importuned me to help him, 

“T never talked with Colonel Livingston 
about the matter or has he talked with 
me, and I have no doubt he wiil be sur- 
prised when he finds that I have said even 
a word respecting the contest one way or 
the other. I don’t know what Felder said 
in his speech at the Grand opera house 
last night. but of one thing I want to as- 
sure my friends in Georgia, and that is if 
he charged that any relations existed be- 
tween Mr. Livingston and myself, either in 
the past or present, which may not he ex- 
posed to the world and which are not in 
thorough keeping with perfectly correct and 
upright methods, he has been «uilty of 
making a statement which is ahsolitely 
without foundation and which I feel oblig- 
ed to attribute either to improper motives 
or silly bluster, to the latter of which Mr.

“California has a novelty in womanhood.

FLANAGAN TRIAL MONDAY

MANY WITNESSES SUMMONED 


Change of Venue Will Be Asked, and 
if Not Allowed, Trial Will Be 
in Decatur. 


Edward C. Flanagan will be placed on 
trial for the third time next Monday morn- 
ing. Attorneys for the defense and pros- 
ecution are preparing their cases for the 
hearing and it will be a battle royal to 
prove the sanity or insanity of the pris- 
oner. 

Flanagan is in the Fulton county jail, 
where he was brought when it was learned 
that the decision of the supfeme court had 
granted him a new trial. This was aone 
as a precaution, as it was thought en at- 
tempt might be made to lynch him. 

Flanagan will make his best appearnaceé 
when he goes before the fury and will 
look more like a sane than an insane man. 
His hair has been cut and his whiskers 
trimmed, so that he has lost that uncouth 
appearance he formerly made. 

The issue in the case will be whether 
or not Flanagan is insane at the present 
time. If a verdict is found by the jury 
that he js insane he will be sent to the 
asylum. It will probably be his last trial, 
and although he has been found. sane by 
two former juries, there is a possibility that 
he may be found insane at this trial. 

The ‘defense claims that stronger proof 
will be produced on the trial 
of the case than at any previous hearing 
multi-murderer will be sent 
to the asylum 

Nearly fifty witnesses will be summoned 
by the defense and a large number by the 
prosecution, which has been vigilant in 
preparing new evidence. The trial may 
take place in Decatur. As soon as the 
court convenes the defense will yrobably 
ask for a change of venue, claiming that 
the people are biased against the prisoner 
and a fair trial cannot be obtained in the 
county owing to public sentiment. 

If this objection is sustained, the trial 
of the case may be brought to Atlanta. 
The. temporary courthuuse will be used for 
the trial of Flanagan if a change of venue 
is not granted. The courtroom of this 
building is very small and aljows little 
room for action and spectators cannot get 
in to hear the trial, and the distasteful ne- 
cessity of Judge Candler having to keep 
the courtroom cleared will hardly be neces- 
sary. The jury for the call term has been 
chosen and any other business that comes 
before the court will be heard during the 
same sitting.
